Progress Report: DeFuniak Springs’ 
Historic Lakeside Hospital 


Saving the historic Lakeside Hospital 
at 1290 Circle Drive in DeFuniak 
Springs has been a priority of the 
Florida Chautauqua Association 
since its purchase of the property in 
2013. The structure is situated on 
a prominent corner of Circle Drive, 
across the street from the longest 
operating library in the state of Florida 
and next door to the family home of Dr. 
Spires, the original builder of this local 
icon of early healthcare in the area. 


The first floor of the building was 
erected in 1938 with the second floor 
added in 1948, making it possible to 
supply surgery to the services already 
provided. After the hospital closed in 
the early 1970s, it was used for dentist 
and doctor offices and as a family 
home. Unfortunately, maintenance 
of the facility was not a priority for 
subsequent owners. This past July, 
Florida Chautauqua submitted a 
grant to the state of Florida for funds 
to begin necessary repairs, with the 
roof of the building being the top 
priority. 


Fortunately, some area residents were 
able to provide the seed money in order 
to meet the monetary requirement 
to make it possible to apply for the 
state grant. Additionally, dedicated 
local professionals volunteered their 
services to help meet the threshold for 
needed local support for this project. 
Becky and Leslie Miller in Freeport, 
owners of Freeport Metal Roofing,

generously donated $10,000 worth of 
material for the roof. Regrettably, a 
local roofer has not yet come forward 
to donate services to patch the leaks 
in the hospital until money can be 
raised for a permanent fix. 


With the monetary resources met, 
the paperwork for the Department 
of State’s Historical Preservation 
Grant was submitted in July 2017 
and approved. Originally, 80 historic 
properties around the state submitted 
proposals. Florida Chautauqua’s 
Lakeside Hospital was one of 60 
proposals that passed muster to be 
presented to the Florida Historical 
Commission in Tallahassee. 


In November, the case for funding 
$272,000 to repair the roof of 
the hospital was made before the 
commission. There were many worthy 
projects around the state of Florida 
in need of funding, and Lakeside 
Hospital was ranked number 31 out 
of 60 projects. 


After review by Florida’s Secretary 
of State, the commission has now 
submitted recommendations to the 
State Legislature. In March or April, 
the legislative body will decide on 
the specific amount to be spent on 
historic preservation across’ the 
state. Last year, of all of the ranked 
projects on the 2016 list, only the top 


12 were funded. The previous year, 
the legislature funded the top 37 
preservation sites. 


In order for Lakeside Hospital to 
be funded as project number 31, it 
would be necessary for the legislature 
to appropriate at least $9.8 million for 
the top preservation efforts across the 
state to receive necessary funding. 
Florida Chautauqua is reaching 
out to local residents asking you 
to please contact local legislative 
representatives to press the need for 
funding this effort. 


The local representatives at the state 
level include Representative Brad 
Drake, House District 5, brad.drake@ 
myfloridahouse.gov; and Senator 
George B. Gainer, Senate District 2, 
gainer.george@flsenate.gov. 


In contacting the legislative 
representatives, you will also 
be helping to fund the Hall of 
Brotherhood, which was_ ranked 
number 14 in the state to receive the 
monetary resources to complete the 
renovation efforts begun in the last 
few months.

Hey, We Can Turn Sea-Level 
Rise into a Win-Win, Right?

An absolutely true news item: EPA chief Scott 
Pruitt told an interviewer that climate change 
might not be a bad thing, saying: “We know 
humans have most flourished during times of, 
what, warming trends... Do we really know what 
the ideal surface temperature should be in the 
year 2100?” 


Other muddled, unscientific thoughts that one 
can easily imagine Scott Pruitt saying someday: 


“You always hear these climate-change nerds 
squawk about drought like it’s really, really bad. 
For instance, down in Cape Town, South Africa, 
they’re all boo-hoo just because they haven’t had 
hardly any rain for three years, and now they’re 
running short of tap water. 


“T still believe it’s simply a recurring coincidence 
that droughts happen when the weather stays 
unusually hot and dry, just like it’s a coincidence 
that the Earth has gotten hotter as the ozone 
lawyer has gotten thinner. 


“But let’s say a lake dries up—or even a river— 
and there’s no more water for drinking or crop 
irrigation. Instead of whining, why not take all that 
dusty dead land and convert it to a great big ATV

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park, where folks can race around doing donuts 
on their three-wheelers? You could charge like 20 
bucks for an all-day pass. 


“My point is that a drought doesn’t always have 
to be a total downer. And, seriously, do we really 
know the ideal amount of fresh water that should be 
on this planet in the year 2100? As long as there’s 
enough left over for fracking, we'll be just fine.” 


On wildfires: 


“I’m sick of all this doomsday chatter about the huge 
wildfires they've been experiencing out west and 
around the country. It’s more than a little possible 
that global warming has made the land hotter and 
drier, but that’s no reason to freak out just because 
eight million measly acres burned up last year. 


“Let’s not forget that the human race wouldn’t 
be here today if it weren’t for fire. Check out The 
Flintstones, if you don’t believe me. A nifty little 
invention called the barbecue? 


“So don’t panic, people. Do we really know what the 
ideal amount of non-scorched Earth should be in 
the year 2100? Heck, most of us could be living on 
Mars by then, anyway.”

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On polar ice caps: 


“Don’t get me started about ‘shrinking’ glaciers and 
the poor old polar bears. From what I’m told, the ice 
sheet up there is melting slowly enough to give the 
bears plenty of time to jump off and swim away. 


“Let’s say they all end up in Canada. Is that so 
terrible? Can a wolverine possibly taste worse than 
a seal? Come on, guys, suck it up. 


“Guess who ought to be thrilled that the polar 
ice caps are warming—those boat crews on The 
Deadliest Catch. No more icicles on the deck, no 
more freezing their butts off while they’re pulling 
their crab traps. 


“If you had to pick between sunburn and frostbite, 
which would you choose? Exactly. 


“And, honestly, do we really know what the ideal 
number of polar bears should be in the year 2100? 
Maybe six or seven is plenty. Canada, that’s your 
call.” 


On rising sea levels: 


“It’s always the same old tune from the know-it-all 
climate scientists, warning everyone that the oceans 
are rising as global temperatures heat up. And, 
sure, we've all seen those pictures of Miami Beach 
streets underwater at high tide. 


“But to the good folks of Florida and all other coastal 
states, I would say: You can either wring your hands 
in wimpy despair, or seize the opportunity to do 
something bold and creative with your submerging 
shorelines. 


“One day your beaches might be gone, but you can’t 
just give up on tourism—look at Venice, Italy, where 
they’ve been dealing with high water for centuries. 


“Now, just imagine poling a gondola down Ocean 
Drive, or skim-boarding through the lobby of the 
Delano. 


“That’s what I meant by saying humans always 
‘flourish’ when the climate turns warmer. And 
although we don’t know what the ideal surface 
temperature will be in the year 2100, my advice is 
to buy yourself some thick-soled desert boots or a 
lightweight inflatable raft, depending on where you 
live. 


“Also: Sunblock. Future flourishers will need a 
brand with zinc oxide.”

Anatomy of a Coup

Every place you look in Robert 
Mueller’s investigation, the same 
names keep popping up: FBI agent 
Peter Strzok and sleazy, foreign 
private eye—or “British intelligence 
agent”—Christopher Steele. 


So it’s rather important that they both 
are Trump-hating fanatics, and one 
was being paid by Trump’s political 
opponent in a presidential campaign. 


Steele is the author ofthe preposterous 
dossier that sparked the _ special 
counsel investigation, and Strzok is 
the FBI agent involved at every crucial 
turn of both the Trump and Hillary 
investigations. 


As we found out from the House 
Intelligence memo, _ Steele told 
Department of Justice official Bruce 
Ohr that he “was desperate that 
Donald Trump not get elected and 
was passionate about him not being 
president.” (Ohr’s wife worked for 
Fusion GPS, and, like Steele, was being 
paid by the Clinton campaign and the 
Democratic National Committee.) 


In the hands of Trump-obsessive 
Peter Strzok—he of the estrogen- 
dripping texts to his Trump-hating 
FBI lawyer mistress—the dossier 
was used to obtain a warrant under 
the Foreign Intelligence Surveillance 
Act against Trump’s alleged “foreign 
policy adviser,” Carter Page. 


The FISA warrant against Page 
constitutes the last crumbling piece 
of the “Russia collusion” story. 


Strzok was the person who instigated 
the Russia investigation against 
Trump back in July 2016. He was the 
lead agent on the investigation into 
whether Hillary, as secretary of state, 
sent classified information on her 
private email account. (Conclusion: 
She had—but it wasn’t any of the 
FBI’s_ business!) He volunteered 
for the Mueller investigation and 
remained there, right up until his 
Trump-hating texts were discovered 
by the inspector general of the FBI. 
(He was also, one surmises, the 
authority for many of the media’s 
lurid, anonymously sourced claims 


about how the 
proceeding.) 


investigation was 


Most strangely, Strzok was the FBI 
agent who asked Trump’s national 
security adviser, Michael Flynn, 
about his phone call with the Russian 
ambassador, Sergey Kislyak. 


There was nothing wrong with Flynn’s 
conversation with Kislyak, but Flynn 
later pleaded guilty to lying to an FBI 
agent about it, based on a secretly 
recorded intercept of the phone call. 
The question remains: Why was any 
FBI agent even asking about a perfectly 
legitimate conversation? No one seems 
to know. But we do know the name of 
the FBI agent who asked: Peter Strzok. 


Aside from  Strzok’s _ girl-power 
text to his mistress upon Hillary 
becoming the first female presidential 
nominee—’About damn _time!”—his 
most embarrassing message to her 
was about the Russia investigation: 


“IT want to believe the path you threw 
out for consideration in Andy’s 
office (FBI Deputy Director Andrew 
McCabe)—that there’s no way (Trump) 
gets elected—but I’m afraid we can’t 
take that risk.

There is an election in Destin in less 
than three weeks, and it is unlike any 
election we have ever had. There has 
already been 40 percent more money 
spent than in the five previous elections 
combined. 


A PAC formed by developers has 
spent the huge majority of the money 
and much of the funds have been 
used in a searing attack on several 
candidates. There are even Russian 
overtones to this campaign. A website, 
DestinLiberals.com, was formed by 
Destin Conservatives—a_ registered 
PAC with an address in Venice, Florida. 


There are fake websites, vicious attacks, 
and lots of money being spent in the 
place once known as The Luckiest 
Fishing Village in the World. 


Idonot know two ofthe candidates being 
supported by Destin Conservatives for 
city council seats, and I’ve lived here 
for 41 years. But I do know one of the 
candidates who is being attacked. I 
thought I’d ask him what this election 
was like. 


Disclaimer: I’ve known Rodney Braden 
since 1977. I knew his grandfather 
Jim, who operated a fleet of charter 
boats many years ago. Mr. Braden 
introduced monofilament fishing line 
in Destin in the 1960s. 


Rodney’s father was Drummond 
Braden. My first job was on the Bimini, 
an old wooden charter boat with a 
single engine. Drummond gave me that 
job shortly after I received my captain’s 
license in 1977. 


Rodney is 51 years old now. I’ve known 
him since he was a little dock rat, 
scurrying along his family’s charter 
docks. 


He has a family now. 


You’re surrounded by women in your 
family? 

Rodney Braden: Yes. My wife, Jamie, 
and I have three daughters. Terra 
works at Destin Water Users, and Riley 
and Kasidy are still in school. 


Why do you serve on the city 
council? 

To serve on the city council, you have 
to love your community and be a voice 
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for the citizens. It’s a volunteer job— 
there’s no pay—and having all these 
attacks doesn’t hurt my feelings. But 
it angers me that a handful of people 
would do that. I don’t want a few people 
having control over the city. And I think 
the people of Destin see what’s going 
on. 


What’s your position on growth in 
Destin? 

I’ve always been for growth. But I'd 
like to see quality, responsible growth 
and redevelopment, not just more giant 
condominiums. I think some of the 
developers see me standing in their 
way. I’d like to see quality growth that 
would bring back the demographics 
we used to have. Bring money back to 
Destin instead of sending it east to 30A. 


The biggest challenge we face is 
completing the Land Development 
Code. The community has become so 
divided over it—we need to pull people 
back together. People worry about this 
ordinance or that ordinance—those 
can all be changed. 


But a giant condominium can’t be 
changed—once it’s here, it’s here forever. 


Some of the mailings sent out attack 
you as being a liberal. I thought I was 
the only liberal in town. 

No offense, but I was more angered at 
being called a liberal than all the other 
things they had to say about me. 


Not much of a payday being a city 
councilman is it? 

Serving on the city council is a volunteer 
job. There’s no pay or special dividends. 
And it’s pretty much thankless. But I’ve 
been here for 51 years, and I love this 
community. Ill keep serving as long as 
the voters keep electing me. 


It should be obvious—I like Rodney 
Braden. It should also be obvious, 
regardless of whom you end up 
voting for in this election, that our 
city government is in danger of being 
purchased. 


There are some things in this world that 
should not be for sale. There are some 
things that shouldn’t have a price tag 
on them. The city of Destin should not 
be up for bid like an item at auction. 
And there are people—people who 
volunteer their time to govern a city— 
who should be off-limits to political and 
personal attacks.

The Sound and D’Fury 


By Wynn Parks 


Recently, I attended a performance 
by musician-vocalist Shane D’Fury 
at 30A Music & Coffee in Santa 
Rosa Beach. Shane’s got class—a 
combination of vocal _ virtuosity, 
smooth and sweet as melted chocolate; 
and an irresistibly sunny charisma 
that cajoles the shiest audiences into 
belting out a familiar refrain. 


Between numbers, he ad-libs good- 
humored asides. And during a song’s 
bridge, he jumps into a quick turn 
around on the “dance floor” with a 
lady fan. It is a one-man tour de force. 


Shane’s a composer, self-taught in 
bass, drums, and, most of all, classic 
rhythm-and-blues piano. In addition 
to his own compositions, Shane’s 
repertoire is broad and deep, an hour 
and a half ranging from ‘50s doo-wop 
and Bill Withers to reggae countryman 
Gregory Isaacs and Shaggy. 


Shane describes his boyhood years 
in Montego Bay, the third of seven 
brothers and sisters. At the age of 
four, he decided his life would be in 
the field of medicine, most likely a 
career where he could fix sick people. 


By age nine, an awareness of his true 
vocation as a performer gradually 
dawned on Shane. At 14, he was 
offered directorship for his church’s 
children’s choir and was named youth

choir director the following year. At 


that point, he was also designated 
pianist. On the side, Shane had taken 
up drums and bass. Ultimately, he 
directed the church’s adult choir, 


a classic path followed by so many 


popular American singers. 


Come adolescence, Shane’s interests 


turned to a hipper world of music— 


“every kind of secular music,” he 


says. “Hey, I learned a lot about

car, submerged in the infectious 
rhythms and elegant soul of Motown 
coming from the radio.

a cabaret performer. I’d been singing 


with four guys from church. We called 
ourselves Kahil. One of them found 
us a booking agent, and suddenly we 
were singing pop and reggae, church- 
style, at a local resort. My church 
people weren’t that pleased.” 


“Gone to the musical Dark Side, you 
have!” I offer. 


Shane grins. “That’s about the way my 
mom took it! But it was Mom who told 
me how gospel means ‘good news.’

Shane always seems ready to take 
apprentice musicians under his wing. 
When I comment on his generosity, he 
shrugs. “I’m just networking.” Later, 
I ask Shane what he does for fun 
besides music. 


“Well, I have a 250 Yamaha.” 
Intrigued, I ask, “Ever fall down?” 


“Yeah,” he laughs, launching into the 
tale of trying to pop a wheelie while 
standing on the saddle. “But that 
wasn’t the bad one. I hydroplaned the 
highway back home, 190 miles per 


hour, wearing jeans. Second degree 
burns. Thought I would never stop 
sliding!” 


As a composer, performer and 
producer, Shane pretty much rates 
as a musicians’ musician, but he’s 
no slouch as a businessman and 
promoter either. Not counting his 
intimate cabaret performances, he 
also adds fizz to weddings and DJ 


gigs. 


Come summer, “Close to Me”—a single 
from the upcoming album Feelin’ Irie 
(Jamaican for “copacetic”)—will be 
released. The album is scheduled for 
release in August.

Chianti: Beyond the Straw Flasks 


By Bruce Collier 


Chianti comes from the _ region 
of Italy called Tuscany, an area so 
picturesque that makers of romantic 
films set in Italy are pretty much 
required to shoot there. Tuscany is 
full of hills, cypress trees, and villas. 
They've been making wine there 
since the Etruscans—a _ cultivated 
civilization that ended up conquered 
and absorbed by the Romans in their 
pre-imperial days. 


Chianti used to be iconic, in the wrong 
way. To people of my generation, 
the name calls up images of straw- 
covered flasks filled with cheap 
red wine, served (often ice-cold), in 
neighborhood lasagna-and-pizza 
parlors. The empty bottles were then 
used as candleholders. Italy, a nation 
that takes its wine very seriously, 
got fed up with all that sometime in 
the 1970s. They took a hard look at 
Chianti and figured that the problem 
was in the recipe. 


Chianti had long been made from a 
blend of grapes, both red and white. 
In the mid-1800s, an aristocratic 
winemaker, Baron Bettino Ricasoli, 
came up with a formula blending the 
sangiovese grape (red) with malvasia 
(white). It worked out well, but with 
time, another white grape (trebbiano) 
was added. Then more grapes—clones 
of sangiovese—were added, and the 
wine’s quality deteriorated. 


Finally, someone got the idea to go 
back to the basic sangiovese, blending 
it with cabernet sauvignon and merlot 
(both red grapes), and reducing 
the white grapes to 10 percent or 
less. It worked. They tightened up 
the winemaking laws, and Chianti 
regained its reputation. 


All wines called Chianti are red. 
Chianti is a general zone, divided 
into eight subzones: Colli Fiorentini, 
Montespertoli, Ruffina, Colli 
Aretini, Colli Senesi, Colline Pisane, 
Montalbano, and Chianti Classico. 
There are other red wines from 
Tuscany that do not have the name 
Chianti on their labels, many of them 
highly coveted (they’re nicknamed 
“Super Tuscans”). Their quality helped 
the Chianti-makers up their game, 
and everyone has benefitted. 


Sangiovese is the predominant 
grape in Chianti, and wines can be 


anywhere from 75 to 100 percent 
Sangiovese (Classico has to be at 
least 80 percent). The other grapes 
permitted are canaiolo, colorino, 
cabernet sauvignon and merlot. 


For this article, I tried three Chiantis— 
one “basic,” one Chianti Classico, 
and a Chianti Classico Riserva, “gran 
selezione.” I purchased all of them 
locally. All are rated “DOCG,” which 
stands for “denominazione di origine 
controllata e garantita,” basically 
a certification that the wine in the 
bottle is guaranteed to be from the 
region named and made according 

to regulations. Chianti Classico 
wine bottles bear the image ofa 

black rooster. 


I started with Gabbiano 
Chianti “Tl Cavaliere” 
2016 ($7.99) (12.5 percent 
ABV). This wine is commonly 
available, and the mounted 
knight on the label (you can 
read the legend on the back) 
makes it easy to spot. The wine 
was not aged in wood, but 
in steel tanks, and is 90 
percent Sangiovese and 
10 percent “red berry 

native wines.” 


I drank this with 
pasta, red sauce and 
Italian sausage. On 
the nose it’s very 
fruity, cherry-like. 
The taste followed 
suit, tart berries and 
sour cherries, with a 
very light body. Not a 
long finish. It paired 
well with the richness 
of the meat, and the 
tangy, herb-seasoned 
sauce, parmesan 
and olive oil. Chianti 
has an affinity for 


olive oil, for which 
Tuscany is equally 
famous. 

Next was Barone

2012 ($31.99) (14.5 percent ABV). 
This is 80 percent Sangiovese, 20 
percent Cabernet and Merlot, aged in

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oak, stainless steel and concrete vats 
for 36 months, with additional time 
in the bottle. This wine is reportedly 
only made in “outstanding” vintage 
years. It’s higher in alcohol, and you 
can feel it. Dark purplish red color. 
Nose is cherry, tart plum, red summer 
fruit peels, floral and vanilla. The 
taste is tannic, which softens. There’s 
a puckery, fresh-picked berry taste, 
green fruit, and Christmas spices as 
it airs. 


I drank this one with pork loin chops 
and oil-roasted, caramelized root 
vegetables.
